NARRATIVE:

The Ford 
struck the pedestrian with left mirror, which knocked the pedestrian down.  The Nissan drove 
over the pedestrian as he laid on the roadway.  The pedestrian was transported by ambulance 
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to Trinity Hospital in Minot.  The pedestrian sustained serious injuries.  This incident is under 
investigation by the North Dakota Highway Patrol.
